SATURDAY, NOV. 26th. 

The President called the Conference to order at 9 a. m. 

Devotional exercises by Rev. E. C. Jordan. 

Rev. J. C. Berrien, agent for the Board of Ministerial Education 
and Rev. Benjamin Stout, Secretary of the Board of Home Missions 
were introduced to the Conference and invited within the Confer- 
ence bar. 

Committee on Boundaries submitted a majority and a minority 
report. [Reports 3 and 4.] On motion, both reports were received. 
On motion, the minority report was adopted. On motion the ma- 
jority report was read and voted upon by sections. The sections 4, 
6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, and 15, were adopted. Conference took re- 
cess until 1 p. m. 
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11 a. m. Address by Kev. J. C. Berrien, Collection by subscrip- 
tion for Ministerial Education, $200.00. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Conference was called to order by the President at 1 p. m. 

The Temperance Committee submitted its report. On motion 
the report was received and adopted. [See Report 5.] 

On motion, Section 3 of Boundary Committee’s report was re- 
jected, and by subsequent motions amended, as follows: Cedar 
Grove shall remain a station, Owl Rock shall remain a station, 
Atlanta Mission shall remain a Mission. 

On motion, section 13 of the same report was rejected, and by 
a subsequent motion, amended to include all churches mentioned in 
sections 13 and 14 of said report. On motion, Union Church was 
taken from the Waco Circuit and placed in the Bowdon Circuit. 
The report as amended was then adopted as a whole. 

By motion, the Board of Church Extension was empowered by 
this Conference, to dispose of the M. P. Church property, known as 
Mitchel’s Chapel, in Gwinnett Co. to the best advantage of the Ga. 
Conference. In like manner, they were further empowered to dis- 
pose of Duncan’s Creek Church. 

On motion, the Conference proceeded to ballot for Board of 
Church Extension for the ensuing conference year. Board : Rev. 
F. H. M. Henderson, Chairman; J.W. Jeter, Treas: W. G. McDaniel, 
Sec’y; Rev. R. S. McGarity, Rev J. A. McGarity. 

The Board made a partial report and asked to be excused from 
making a full report until later. The request was granted. 

The Stationing Committee made its report. The report was re- 
ceived and adopted. [Report6.] 

On motion, the money collected in the Ga. District to defray the 
expenses of the trustees’ visit to Lipscomb College was ordered 
paid Rev. F. H. M. Henderson for expenditures made by him in be- 
half of that institution. 

The Committee on General Interests of the Church made its 
report. The report was received and adopted. [Report 7.] 

On motion, the Board of Church Extension was authorized to 
receive the building lot in the city of Atlanta, tendered by Bro. 
Joshua Crawford to the Ga. M. P. Conference, and to proceed to do 
^ with the same as they think best for the Conference. 

On motion, the Secretary was authorized to complete and insert 
the Conference Statistics. 

C'onference adjourned to assemble after the evening service.

Weekly and the Hampton Hustler for publication.

ON GENERAL INTERESTS OF THE CHURCH. NO. 7. 

Your committee on the general interests of the church would 
respectfully submit the following report: 

1. We are sure that a thorough enlightenment of our people 
upon the principles and polity of our church is essential to its high- 
est development and greatest usefulness. W e are also sure that in 
our Church Organs, the Methodist Protestant and the Methodist Re- 
corder, and in our Sabbath school periodicals, we have most efficient 
auxiliaries to this work. We urge upon our pastors to use every 
possible effort to bring these periodicals into every Methodist Pro- 
testant home,‘and the Sabbath School literature into every Methodist 
Protestant Sabbath school in the district. 

2. While we know that piety and consecration are essential 
elements of strength in any church, we do not forget that mental 
culture and refinement are great aids to usefulness in the ministry 
and the laity. 

We are confident, too, that Western Maryland and Adrian Colleges 
under the direction of the M. P. Church, are in every way equal to 
the best colleges of the land, and we insist that our ministry and 
laity pati’onize these institutions. We would also call special atten- 
tion to the great inducements for their patronage, oftered to minis- 
ters of the M. P. Church. 
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3. We regret very mucli to see the falling off in our Foreign 
Missionary collection. This ought not to be. Let our ministers- 
present this interest with greater earnestness to their congregations. 
Let them by no means apologize for this collection as a duty im- 
posed upon them by the conference, but rather rejoice that we have 
the blessed opportunity of sending the gospel to those who sit in 
daVkness. 

The enthusiasm of the pastor will aid much in securing a liberal 
contribution. 

4. 1 he Board of Ministerial Education proposes to render finan- 

cial assistance to young men who come properly recommended by 
the quarterly conferences and the annual conferences, and who are 
unable to pay for their collegiate and theological training. Sixty- 
seven candidates for the ministry were at our institutions last year. 
Thirty-six of this number received aid. We earnestly recommend 
that all our pastors co-operate with the Board in endeavoring to 
secure from our people this year a sum equal to one cent per month, 
per member, from all our charges. We urge our pastors to exercise 
the greatest care in the selection of candidates *for recommendation 
to the Board of Ministerial Education, and that the conditions im- 
posed by the general conference be strictly complied with. Full 
information may be ha 1 by corresponding with the secretary, Kev. 
J. C. Berrien, Steubenville, Ohio. * 

5. The field for Home Mission work is a wide one, embracing 
openings in every state and territory in the Union. 

The Saviour said: “Let us go into the next towns and preach the 
word there also.” There are many next towns. Never were grander 
opportunities before any church than there are before the Meth- 
odist Protestant Church to-day.
